The town of Melrose, one mile far-
ther weat, was at the time of the birth
of Orleans, a blushing damsel with
two or three hundred inhabitants, and
as she has ginee eeme to live with Or-
leans we will presume that she was
mother, or at least a near relative, to
the infant town.  Both of the paronta
are now dead, so this historian can
say what he likes without fear of con-
tradiction.

A TALK WITH LEO HART-
MANN.

- ——-——

His Plans for IWork in Amerion.
Now York Tribune,

Leo Hartman, vhe Nihilist who ar-
rived in this country Wednesday last
really looks something like the typical
uump'“'l r or revolutionist, He ia a
short Tithe man with a small head and
small hands, His hair, which is of
light color, is cut closely and stands
out in all directions from his head.
He wears a full beard which is of the
samo tint. His eyes arc particularly
keen and bright and are continually
dancing from one object to another
Being of o nervous temperment he is
all the time changing his position, and
when engaged in conversation  he
smokes once cigarette after another
rapidly, rolling themn with his fingers,
One can see by his dress that an at-
tempt is mado to appear as little like
o foreigner as possible. Yesterday,
wien talking to a Tribune reporter,
he wore a black alpacs coat, a low cut
white waistcoat and mixed gray trow-
BOrs,

When asked if he was willing to dis-
close his mission to this country hoe
replied that he was only too glad to
have an opportunity of telling the
story of the wrongs of the Russian
poo le,

“*You nsk what brings me to this
country,” Hartmann continued,  “Tt
is the desire to gain the sympathy of
the American people, for those who
are strugeling for liberty in Russin,
Weo wish to show that a change of
government is necessury, Sympathy,
oned aroused, will have an wfluonce
upon thh conservative clement in Rus-
sin, a8 well a8 encourage the revolu-
tionary party. Before coming here 1
judged from the tone of the newspa-
pers published in this country that
the ]umplu wero little acquainted with
nihilism-—much less in fact than in
conservative England, It has been
said that I intended to form a nihilist
organization here, This is  utterly
fnlse. Bo is the report that Geneva
has DLeen made a nihilist centre in
Europe,”

“Have yon any fear of extradi-
tonf" |

‘Not the least," replied the revolu-
tionists, laughing, **The question
was never raised at all in England
while I was there. 1t was only on my
arrivad here that it was raised for the
first time. An attempt wmight be
made to Kidnap me, Who can tell?”

*“Just what is the ulterior objoct
aimed by your mrtri"

*The term ‘Nihilist' is misleading,
As you know it wis first used by noy-
olists to designate n certain  philo.
sophical idea. Those to whom the
teem is applied are revolutionists,
What we wish is & general congress
elected by the people to frame & con-
stitution-in & word, s constitutional
government.  Ouar party does not
want even to lay down & programme
for the l!lwuplu. Wo would oppose
vothing that they desived,”

‘s the movement gaining ground
among the intelligent clusses?'’
~ “Decidedly, The deswe for freedom
is growing wmong  all classes. The
Nihilists themselyes compose the radi-
cal party,  He who bolieves that they
are unprineiplod, blood thiesty villuins
is mistaken. Thoy are honorable men
without a stain, No, you cannot

But
you did not root out the curse of
slavery in Awerica  without the
shodding of blood. Do you think
that any ruler will give liberty to lis
people without a struggle on the part
of the people! The czar is the head
of esent forw of government,
and as long as there is no change the
people will suffer oppression.

“We are endeavoring all the time
to educate them l)ly means*of pam-
phlets, treatises and other documents.
The party that has this work in hand
is much greater than tho extremists or
terrorists. 1t is my purpose to publish
soon 1n thiscountry secret government
documents showing the difference be-
tween the laws of Russia and the ae-
tual administeation of them. Here
is an cxample: Cortains laws were
made congerning  public  schools, but
the minister of public instruction sent
out secret circulars that directly pre-
vented the laws from Dbeing carried
out.”

In conclusion Hartmann said that
he wished ovaryhody to understand
that he did not intend to organize any
socinlistic or nihilistie party in this
country.  All he desired to accom-
plish was to make known the condi-
tion of the people in Russia in the
hope of enlisting imntelligent sympathy.
While this was lus plan in general, he
had not, as yot, arranged the dotails,
Meetings wonld be held in this city
and in other parts of the country, and
he intended to publish a number of
articles. His stay here, he said, he
did not think would be long.
